September 13.—Six­ 
ty passengers w*ere injured, none se­ 
riously, by the over turning of a trail­ 
er attached to a car on the Homestead 
division of the Pittsburg street rail­ 
way, near Glen Bridge, today. 
The 
brakes did not work properly. 
The car was crowded to its full ca­ 
pacity, many of the occupants being 
workingmen.

HEROES OF THE SEA. 


Captain James Durie and His Gallant 
Crew Fittingly Remembered. 


A more daring and truly heroic deed 
has not often been chronicled, even 
In the annals of seafaring men, than 
that which occurred on the open At­ 
lantic one wild day last February, 
when Captain James Durie, skipper 
of the Lillie, of the Donald Steam­ 
ship company, saved the shipwreck­ 
ed crew of the American schooner Ida

schooner was sighted by the Lillie 
with everything swept away except 
a part of her foremast, and her crew 
of nine persons, including two women, 
clinging to the rigging, nearly dead 
from exposure and 
exhaustion.

tain Durie immediately sent out a 
boat, which after much difficulty and 
danger brought all the Imperiled men 
and women safely on board the Lillie. 
A happy sequel to this event occurred 
the other day at the British consulate 
in New York, when Captain Durie was 
summoned thither and presented by 
Sir Percy Sanderson, the consul gen­ 
eral, with a magnificent 18-karat gold 
watch, the gift of President Roose­ 
velt.

This seems as yet largely a local 
Pennsylvania industry, well worthy 
of general distribution throughout the 
apple district, says a Philadelphia pa­ 
per. It furnishes an appetizing meth­ 
od of cheaply and permanently pres­ 
erving fruit which would otherwise 
go to loss after the cider and vinegar 
market were filled. 
The product is a clear, rich colored 
jelly of firm texture. 
For shipping 
it is frequently taken from the boil­ 
ing pan before fully done, placed in 
barrels, and the 
boiling completed 
after it reaches its destination; as 
when it has “set” the “jelly” form 
could not be 
restored 
after being 
broken in transit. 
Rumor hath it 
that in the finishing various flavor­ 
ings are added, and put on the market 
in small jars under the name of fancy 
brands. 
Whatever the shams of the trade, 
the country 
product 
is pure—and 
sweet or sour, according to individual 
taste and material at hand. 
Early 
harvest and other sweet apples which 
w ere once allowed to rot on the ground 
for want of market or pigs to consume 
them are now carefully gathered and 
made into jelly. 
Rather more than two bushels of 
these watery early apples are requir­ 
ed for a gallon of jelly, a less num­ 
ber of sour ones being used. 
It was 
once supposed that a bushel or two 
of sour apples must he mixed with a 
load of sweet ones or they would not 
jell. 
But 
experience proves this a 
myth, though it must he admitted 
that sour cider makes a jelly firmer 
and less liable to “wax.” It is highly 
necessary that the cider be boiled as 
soon as it is made; and to this end 
most of the present day factories 
have accommodations for both grind­ 
ing into cider and boiling. 
In the 
infancy of the new industry one man 
made the cider and another boiled 
the jelly. 
But the combination plan 
is much more satisfactory, thus in­ 
suring prompt treatment from the be­ 
ginning to the end of the process. 
By furnishing the apples, one can 
obtain the finished jelly at a cost of 
16 or 18 cents per gallon. 
Sour Jelly 
retails at from 35 to 50 cents on the 
market, a prime sweet jelly being 
held at from 60 to 75 cents per gallon. 
Cider jelly will 
keep indefinitely 
and aside from its direct use on the 
table it is superior in mince or elder­ 
berry pies. It also aids in that other 
Pennamite luxury, “apple butter;”— 
not the proprietary article which must 
be sealed to keep, but the old-fashion­ 
ed kind, boiled down and spiced till it 
will keep unsealed. 
A favorite way is to use sweet ap­ 
ples, cook unpared till tender, then 
put through colander to remove skins. 
Add a quart of jelly to a gallon of ap­ 
ple sauce and cook down till it is 
smooth, thick, 
and 
dark in color. 
Sweeten and spice to taste.

CREW OF THE KENTUCKY. 


The Battleship Which Beareth Name 
of That State. 


The Courier-Journal 
has received 
a communication from Portland, Me., 
signed “The Crew of the Kentucky,” 
meaning the battleship which bears 
the name of this state. 
As we have 
no assurance or reason to believe that 
the entire crew of the Kentucky au­ 
thorized this letter, we must regard 
it as substantially 
an 
anonymous 
communication, and as such it can 
not be printeed, for it contains grave 
accussations against some persons by 
name and others by reference to the 
offices which they have held. 
It is true, of course, that members 
of the crew of a battleship could not 
safely sign a communcation of this 
sort without subjecting themselves to 
trial and punishment. 
In considera­ 
tion of this and of the gravity of the 
charges ana threats made we take 
some notice of the communication. 
It appeals to the state which the bat­ 
tleship “has the honor of representing 
on the high seas” for aid “in obtain­ 
ing food enough to cause us to he 
happy and to take interest in keeping 
her the pride of the navy.” 
The letter recites that the Kentucky 
holds more trophies than any other 
ship on the north Atlantic station, 
won through hard contests, but says 
that, now that the crew are being 
starved, even the gun pointers who 
broke the world’s record abroad have 
asked to be transferred, or they will 
run away and desert. It is stated that 
since the return from the winter’s 
cruise in the West Indies there have 
been 300 desertions. 
It is intimated 
that If a certain officer named should 
walk about the gun deck “it is hard 
to say whether he would be alive In 
ten minutes’ time.” 
Further on it 
is said: “Some day in the near future 
the people of the country may read 
in the daily papers of a mutiny aboard 
the United 
States 
ship Kentucky 
which would be a disgrace to the state 
as well as to the country.” 
Of the correctness of this conclus­ 
ion there can be no doubt, but the 
Courlen-Joumal is unwilling to be­ 
lieve that the crew of the Kmitui^iy 
would indorse the statements of thi» 
writer, who probably speaks only for 
himself or a small minority. If such 
a feeling prevails among the majority 
Ox the crew it is a very grave m atter. 
—Louisville Courier-Joumal.

I should begin my list of don’t 
with ‘‘Don't drink any but distilled or 
boiled w ater,” and be sure th at the 
m ilk drunk or 
used in cooking is 
either boiled or pasteurized, for more 
typhoid germ s may be taken into the 
stom ach through these mediums than 
through any other. 
P articular atten­ 
tion should be paid to the milk, for in 
it the typhoid bacilli thrive and de­ 
velop rapid I : .

Guard A gainst Flics. 


W ith cooked meats, vegetables and 
fruits th at have been prepared with 
sterilized w ater there is little danger 
if the dishes are put safely in an ice 
box where no flies can get at them. 
Frequently typhoid bacillus is tran s­ 
m itted to food stuffs by these little 
insects that have their wings and feet 
covered with the excreta that contains 
germ s of the disease. 
I would advise the careful washing 
with boiled w ater of all salads, for 
it is always possible th at the vegeta­ 
bles have been spinkled with w ater 
in which there was sewage containing 
the typhoid bacillus. W henever possi­ 
ble avoid eating fresh fruit that has 
not been rinsed through pure w ater 
to prevent taking any of these baneful 
germ s into the stomach. 
Once they 
get into the intestines, where they 
cause inflammation, and radily devel­ 


op and multiply, there will surely be 
a case of typhoid th at will run its 
course of from fourteen to twenty- 
eight days. 
As in all other diseases, 
the strength of the fever, or even its 
presence in the system, shows a lack 
of vitality to throw off the germs. 
The strictest attention shoiibl be 
paid to the bath, especially in hot 
weather, when the disease flourishes. 
I would advise a cold sponge or plunge 
on rising each m orning and a luke­ 
warm one at night if it is necessary 
for cleanliness. 
Danger In Sea Bathing. 
Bathing in the ocean is the best 
kind of a tonic for the nerves, but 
unless you can be sure no sewers 
open into the w ater I would not ad­ 
vise.

gienic rules learned in school, and air 
the clothing thoroughly each night 


and put on fresh linen as often as 


possible, the pores of the flesh would 
be kept cleaner, freer from perspira­ 
tion and in a healthy condition to re­ 
sist the inroads of the disease. 
While 1 know no way to prevent 
îhe typhoid bacillus from developing 
rmce it has started to irritate and in­ 
flame the intestines, there is usually 
a period of about ten days during 
which time you feel terribly tired, 
*‘lazy,” as so m any express It; you 
don't care to eat, have an occasional 
headache, pains in the bones and not 
infrequently nose bleed.

boiled w ater he wants, but be sure 
he does not get out of bed and exert 
himself, for in a weakened state it 


may be fatal. 
Destroying Germs. 
It should be remembered that all 
the bed clothing, dishes, in fact every­ 
thing touched by a person having 
typhoid should be sterilized to kill 
the germs of disease and prevent their 
Filtering the body of some one else. 
If possible disinfect all vessels with 
a solution of carbolic acid, rinsing off 
afterward, of course, with hot water. 
I think that some strong disinfectant 
slioiild be kept in the room through­ 
out the sickness. 
To protect her own health a nurse 
attending a case of typhoid should 
!h‘ exceedingly careful and wash her 
hands thoroughly 
each 
time after 
coming in contact with the patient, 
or 
even 
after 
handling the. dishes 
used or touching the bed linen, for 
once the bacilli are on the flesh un­ 
less immediately removed they are 
almost sure to be transm itted to the 
mouth, taken into the stomach and 
then in m any cases, unless the physi­ 
cal condition is 
excellent, develop 
into typhoid. 
In washing the hands after ban 
dling those with the fever put them 
in very hot w ater and scrub them 
well with soap and brush, then put 
them through a solution of one-tenth 
bichloride of m ercury to 10,000 parts 
of water, rinse through cold w ater 
and dry, and there will be no typhoid 
germs on the flesh.

are only a small fraction of the num ­ 
ber treated hy 
the 
various dental 
schools in the fifteen years since the 
first clinic was established—to say 
nothing of the unrecorded cases that 
have been handled by the increasing 
host of specialists in private practice. 
The total number of faces thus made 
over would undoubtedly run up to a 
surprisingly large 
number and the 
amount of individual good already ac­ 
complished by this remarkable devel­ 
opment of dentistry is literally incal­ 
culable. 
When it is explained the work of 
the dentist who is also a beauty doc­ 
tor seems simple. 
He makes over a 
face simply by slow pressure, scientifi­ 
cally applied, day after 
ay, until the 
Teeth and jaw of a patient are literally 
moved into their normally proper re­ 
lations. 
On a small scale it is like 
moving a house from one part of a lot 
TO another, or lifting i> up to have an­ 
other story put under it at the ha.se- 
meiit level. 
The process is inevita­ 
bly slow, for nature must aid each in- 
finitesmal change hy absorbing the 
waste tissue and accommodating the 
moving tooth to its new conditions. 
When it is finished the result is, there­ 
fore, as permanent as if nature had 
originally placed the jaws in a nor­ 
mal relation. 
But simple as the pro­ 
cess seems in theory each case Is 
practically is 
a 
separate problem. ^ 
Primarily the orthodontist is not aim- 
ing at facial beauty; he is simply 
working to make the teeth as they 
ought to be, and when that is done the 
improvement in facial expression is 
an inevitable result. 
How this improvement enters into 
the working eflftciency of practically 
every profession and walk of life is 
something to be realized only after a 


i visit to one of these free Harvard 
clinics, and an examination of the dif­ 
ferent kinds of patients. 
The clinic, 
I by the way, occupies the room in the 
jold building of the Harvard medical 
’ school where Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
physician, poet and wit, delivered his 
famous lectures. 
This free treatment, 
yearly becoming more widely known, 


was put in operation, with the result 
of gradually forcing the projecting 
teeth into normal position. 
The dif­ 
ference is already so noticeable that 
tlie pencil expi riment can now he tried 
successfully; and when the operation 
is finished she will have teeth that 
for

The actual pain of the treatment is 
very little. 
It is ranch less a question 
of enduring pain than of getting used 
to the 
con.stant 
pressure 
of 
wires 
grasping the teeth. 
The apparatus, of 
course, must be worn night and day 
«hiring the long period of treatment 
an«i the person who is having his or 
htT fare changed sits once or twice 
a week in the dentist’s chair while the 
orthodontist studies the progress of 
affairs and makes the various minor 
changes In the apparatus necessary to 
keep things going in the right direc­ 
tion. 
The work of the speciali.st with the 
long name is in line with other de­ 
velopments 
in 
dentistry that have 
given the modern dentist practically 
the whole lower face, from the eyes 
down, as his especial field of opera­ 
tions. Cases of fractured jaw go now­ 
adays to the dentist rather than to the 
surgeon. This is a distinct gain to the 
patient, for the surgeon nse«l to mend 
the jaw through an incision made in 
the cheek, while the dentist works 
through the month. 
And not only is 
the process less 
painful, but it is 
mneh better in its final results. 
Frac­ 
tured jaws are also much more nu­ 
merous than the reader might sup­ 
pose. 
The Harvard clinic, for exam­ 
ple. averages one or more cases a day 
straight through the season. 
Besides, 
faces seriously injured either by ac­ 
cident or by disease have on several 
occasions been practically remodeled 
at these free clinics. In at least one 
case the entire side of a face was re­ 
placed. Such cases are rare, of course, 
but where they actually happen the 
improvement made by artificial m eth­ 
ods, although not deceptive at close 
examination, is a great boon to the 
suffering patient, and justifies calling 
the modem dentist a legitimate “beau-

states too much sleep is rarely possi­ 
ble, says Popular Science Monthly. 
For those in full tide of vigor too 
much sleep is often distinctly hurt­ 
ful. 
The action of narcotics presents 
none of the charcteristics of normal 
sleep except the temporary arrest of 
consciousness; hence narcosis is not 
not true sleep. 
The best position to assume in sleep 
to invite the last disturbance of the 
functions of the great organs is on 
the abdomen or nearly so. 
Many obscure forms of digestive or 
circulatory disorders may have been 
initiated in infancy through lying too 
long upon the back. 
To secure the most perfect repose 
the temperature of all parts should 
be equalized before 
retiring. 
Cold 
feet induce delay in securing s^eep. 
and it is then shallow' when attained. 
It is most unwise to overfill the 
stomach before retiring; this disturbs 
sleep almost as much as hunger hut 
moderate eating before sleeping is 
not hurtful, and is often salutary. 
Body clothing at night should he 
lose, not dense, permitting the ready 
passage of air, never of w'ool next 
to the skin. 
Bed clothing should not be too .'lose 
of texture, blankets being orelarable 
to dense “comfortables” 
and 
not 
“tucked in” too closely. 
Air should 
be allowed to pass occasionally under 
the sides at last as one turns about 
more or less freely. 
Early rising is a salutary custom, 
especially w'hen the day comes aarly, 
not otherwise. 
More sleep is required in winter 
than in summer. 
The best sleep is 
had during the hours of darkness. 
The sleeping room should be cool, 
abundant air being always admitted. 
This should not be 
interpreted to 
mean that the room may safely remain 
intensely cold. 
In the modern treatment of tubercu­ 
losis fresh air is recognized to be im­ 
peratively needed 
all day and all 
night. Artificial heat can, and should, 
be supplied along w'ith the fresh air, 
till the temperature of the room be at 
or near 50 of 55 degrees Fahrenheit.
